Kentucky Proposes a Change in 
Manner ot Voting. 

[Lcxhigiou Morulas Hoiald.] 
And now Kentucky proposes to 
discard the experiences of all her 
sister States, of the other English 
speaking peoples, a.id of nearly 
ev.ry civilized nation, and to re- 
t :rn to the old method of voting 
vivaM.ce. Hefore taking such a 
step should pause long and think 
Bard, What are u few of the rea- 
sons, pro and con, for such a 
change? It can most strongly be 
urged that the elective franchise 
is a public trust and. because of 
this, to its exercise a public re- 
sponsibility should attach. Aid 
such would be an unanswerable 
argument in the ideal State. In 
the same way that the Congress- 
man answers to his constituency, 
•o should the individual voter an- 



To the Editor of The Herald: 

The last State Legislature in 
submitting to a vote of the people 
of Kentucky a constitutional 
amendment providing that in the 
future all voting at every election 
shall be viva voce, presented an is- 
sue more important to the future 
welfare of this State tbsn any 
question that hns arisen sirce the 
Civil War. It is high time that 
the voters awake to its impor- 
tance. 

I submit that in the light of all the 
experiences of tin. past the vote 
against such amendment should be 
overwhelming. Patrick Henry, 
when aiding in laying the founda- 
tion of our Nation, said that there 
is but one lamp by which our feet 
are guided and that is the lamp of 
experience. More even than in 
his day should we guide our steps 
by such lamp in every crisis of our 
State and national affaire, 
therefore, the struggle of 
generations has resulted in a near- 
ly perfect ballot, it behooves us to 
pause long and think deeply be- 
fore we oi Kentucky set our faces 
in the opposite direction. 

History teaches us that every 
civilized nation has, atone time or 
another, found the secret ballot 
necessary. The fi n e Athenian 
democracy, at the height of its 
great development, when it came 
decide a question involving the 
e or honor of the State, used the 
secret ballot. It was felt by them 
that in no other wuy could the 
citizens arrive at the highest and 
best results. So in our own time. 
For moie than sixty years Eng- 
land debated the opeu or the secret 
ballot. Afler trying for several 
hundred years the viva voce method 
she finally abandoned it for the 
Australian system. In the same 
way, Australia, with institutions 
ours, came to the same con- 
Since 1887 practically 
every American State has reached 
the same system. I know that it 
will be said that what all other 
States and English speaking i.a 
tions, not to cite European exam 
pies, haye done, is not conclusive 
evidencs that they have reached 
the right result; still, it follows 
that a State should give itself 
pause before it sets itself in oppo- 
sition to the deliberate opinion of 
all civilization. 

Tilt *iva voce vote would in- 
crease out of all proportions the 
influence of Louisville and the 
manufacturing cities of the State. 
In Louisville., as in all great cities, 
there is a large floating, worthless 
population. The political boss of 
either party with such at his corn- 
would occupy a tenfold 
stronger vantage ground than now 
And when to this great vote is add- 
ed the thousands of men who are 
employed by the public service 
corporations, such as railroads, 
water works, etc, which are always 
ecking something from the pub- 
lic, the balance of power is given

It is asserted 
by leaders in both parties that they 
are destroying our political inde- 
pendence and corrupting our legis 
lature. How much more would 
such charge be true if these trusts 
and great corporations should de- 
sire their thousands of employes 
to vote a certain way on a certuin 
question or for a particular set of 
men and be in a position to enforce 
such desires? How many men out 
of each hundred would endanger 
livelihood andj his family's 
bread by voting in opposition to 
such when he knew that he was 
pelled to stand in the light of 
day and.defy his ^masters } Wny 
here in Fayette county alone one 
great farm employs some tlve hund- 
red mem, many of them negroes, 
gh to change the politics of 
the county at any election. 

It is all very well for the men of 
strong character, placed by for- 
tune in an independent position, to 
say that each man should stand 
forth and express his honest opin 
ioiii opeuiy. True, but how many 
men out of the hundreds of thous- 
ands in this Commonwealth are in 
such a position that they could or 
would under all conceivable cir- 
cumstances do such a thing 

But the practice in English and 
American constituencies before the 
secret ballot answers all the above 
questions and answers them loudly 
against the viva voce vote. Under 
the old English system the elec- 
tion in all except the very largest 
constituencies could be told long 
before the vote. The rotten bor- 
ough btcame the scandal of ail 
England. A few great landlords 
ordered their tenants and depend- 
ents to vote as they wished. Were 
their wishes ever disobeyed? And 
when the great wealth began to be 
felt in English elections the cost 
of a parliamentary struggle rose 
by metes and bonds until it was 
not segarded as strange to see $50,- 1 
000 to $100,010 spent by a single 
candidate. American elections 
never reached the corrupt state of 
the rotten borough, still in all our 
great cities not very many years 
ago great masses of floating voters 
were bought and sold, the purchase 
of a corrupt vote was a common 
thing, and no surprise was ex- 
pressed even in so old a State us 
Indiana when "blocks of five"' let- 
ter written by Dudley, national 
committeeman from the State, was 
unearthed, and when it was com- 
monly believed by ail that such had 
changed the result in that State in 
a national election. And about 
the same time all the public em- 
ployes in the navy yards and other 
great departments were practically 
voted as sheep. 

These are a few of the thoughts 
which suggest themselves against 
the open ballot. There are others 
as strong. Let us be thinking on 
these things. It is essential to the 
purity of the ballot to the freedom 
the Commonwealth and man- 
hood and independence of the citi- 
zen that the constitutional amend- 
ment should be defeated.
